Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Maehara et. at., U.S.P. No. 6,164,838. 

Maehara et. al. 838' teaches (Figs.1-50) a receptacle type optical transmitter or 
receiver module comprising : A circuit board/lead frame 30 that includes a flexible 
printed circuit portion 39 with first and second segments (Note that each of the first and 
second segments are bendable and can be made perpendicular to each other) upon 
which is placed electric circuit portions 320 with socket pins for detachable receiving a 
laser diode transmitter module or receiver module 50,40 (Note that each diode 
transmitter/receiver includes plural stems or pin electrodes wherein the receptacle 
further includes upper and lower covers made of a moldable sealing resinous material 
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200,210 wherein the receptacle includes laser drivers, amplifier devices.33,35. The 
teachings of Maehara et. al. 839' clearly, fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations.
